Uncle -Sam has been using this inflation 
trick with his war bond redemption— the dollars you now re­ 
ceive in cashing your bonds have only about half the value of th** 
dollars you put up early in the war 
Hut no one ever rea fly i|ains by inflation. 
I he man who 
owes money winds up paying for more, in his living and other 
expenses, that he saved in retiring his debts. 
The government is in the same float. 
Inflation may look 
like an attractive way to have ‘"easy money’’ and get out of pay­ 
ing government debts in full. Hut government gets caught on its 
own hook. 
An excellent example of how inflation hits th** government 
is in the field of public assistance. 
When Federal-State relief was organized in Pennsylvania, 
back in 19 36, the maximum allowances were $48.HO a month. 
I hat was adequate for a minimum seal*- of living, under general 
price conditions of that time. 
Now, fourteen years later, inflation has carried costs far 
above that level. Maximum allowances now are $123 a month, 
with a further increase of Upwards of $8 or m o re in the offing. 
I hese higher costs arc necessary to meet the same standard of 
living as the old rat** in 19 36. 
That s about 200 per cent increase in the cost of relief, per 
rase. lf something happened to increase the nerd for relief to 
what it was in the 1919 1941 biennium, when $236,000,000 
was expended for that purpose i i i this state, the cost at present 
levels would be $768,000,000 for .< two year period! 
S o g o v e r n m e n t itself is also a losei by inflation.

People who are in debt often think they would like inflation 
he* ause under it they could pay off their debts in money that 
was much le-s valuable. Uncle Sam has been using this inflation 
trick with his war bond redem ption—'the dollars you now re 
ceive in cashing your honda have only about half the value of th** 
dollars you put up early in the war. 
But no one ever really tyain* by inflation. 
I he man who 
owes money winds up paying for more, in his living and other 
expenses, that he saved in retiring his debts. 
I he government is in the same boat. 
Inflation may look 
like an attractive way to have "easy m oney” arid get out of pay 
ing government debts in full. But government gets caught on its 
own hook. 
An excellent example of how inflation hits lh** government 
is in the field of public assistance. 
When Federal-State relief was organized in Pennsylvania, 
hack in 1936, the maximum allowances were $48.80 a month. 
I hat was adequate for a minimum scale of living, under genera! 
price conditions of that time. 
Now, fourteen years later, inflation has carried 
c o s t s far 
above that level. Maximum allowances now ar** $123 a m o n t h , 
with a further increase of Upwards of $8 or m o r e in the o f f i n g . 
I hear higher costs are necessary to meet the same standard of 
living as the old rate in 1936. 
That's about 200 per cent increase in the cost of relief, per 
rase. lf something happened to increase the im cd for relief to 
what it was in the 19 J9 1941 biennium, when $236,000,000 
was expended for that purpose m this slate, lh** cost at present 
levels would he $768,000,000 for a two year period! 
So government itself is also a loser by inflation.
